Several of tbe In¬
cumbents could not obtain bonds. Tbe Board of Su.
per visors and Court of Sessions selected others in their
places, but tliey refused to vacate. Petitions were put in
circulation near two week.-; since, ragooatlng tbe county
and city officers to resign. The m8nh were signed by
about sis thousand citizens of aD parties. On tbe even¬
ing of tbe 12th, an immense concours assembled,
»peecbes were made, the petitions sanctioned, and a
committee instructed to formally (invite the immediate
resignation of all tbe officers. On the l&tb, another great
meeting was held, at which tbe committee appointed at
the prerfous melting reported that tbe officers had deter¬
mined not to surrender their places. A few agreed to do
so, providing their "companions in misery 'i would do
likewise.

At ibis meeting considerable disturbance was created,
and thirteen noisy fellows were arrested by the Vigilance
police. Some of them were afterward- discharged, but
others are reserved for exportation on old charges.
Tbe various regiments cl the Committee of Vigilance

are frequently out on parade, and are the recip.'nts et
Beautiful Hags and bauners from the sisterhood of the
cilv.

Important Report from the Vigilance Com¬
mittee.

OFFICIAL COKRUTTION.
[From the Alta California, July 21)

The following report has Seen placed in our hands bv
the Execute e Committee, and we lay it before our read¬
ers as a very important document at the present timo.
It Is tbe report or a sub committee, who were entrust¬
ed with the duties wLrh they have faithfully accom¬
plished ..

Tlie magnitude or the task assigned, the variety and
extent ol the subject matter proposed for their investiga¬
tion, as well aa the shortness of time allowed tbem, have
ronilered it impossible to make so thorough an examinat¬
ion aa could be desired.
I'nder these circumstances they have deemed it best

to point out such palpable and flagrant abuses or viola¬
tions or law as have come under nothe, with ronu de
lecta in the laws themselves, an! to mike a few sugges¬
tions with a view of remedying the evils comp'uwed of.

In tbe first place, they have examined the financial
system cl the country, which has been managed by a
Board ot Supervisors, County Auditor, and County Treas¬
urer.
The act of -9th April, 1361 , creating a Board of Sup: r-

\ iters for tbe county of Sao Krancisco, authorizes the
Hoard to audit the accounts of all officers having the nun
agetnunt, collection, or 'liatribution of any moneys be¬
longing to tbe county; and to ex&mlue, settle and allow
all accouts chargcable against the county - E'thsr by ac^_
c.dent or design, there Is no expre.-a restriction upon tlie
power of Ihe Bourd to incur indebtedness, a'tbough every
other country in tbe State I- strictly prohibited Iron-, cre¬
ating any debts whatever.

'lfce natural consequence is, that we have lived Tar bo
youd our annual income', extravagance has been the
order of the day. The county is now burdened with a
debt of at least half a million dollars, drawing legal in¬
terest until pnid Warrants has e depreciated to less ttun
half their value, and the holders have sustained loss in
conscqucnce; even though in many instances the law has
been violated, in their favor, by issuing warrants for a

t urn n fTicient to enable tbe creditor to discount litem lor
the actual caah value of bis claim.

All this la chargeable to the Board of Supervisors, who,through carelessness. recklessress or d;=hoa»3t motives,have sacrificed tax payers on tbe one band, and creditors
of tbe county on the other; in abort, every one but them-
aelvea.
To enumerate the actual and constructive frauds com¬

mitted under such a system, would be an interminable
labor, but an examination V>f the record* will sbow that
ror this enormous expenditure tbe county his received
little or no consideration, and that e great portion of the
debt Is either fraudulent or illegal.
Tbe county has been grossly aud continually swin¬

dled. Bills for carriage hire of Grand Juries; foes of
Coroner and Sheriff, cbaigis for stationery, travelling
expense:; of members of tbe Board of Supervisors;tees In criminal cases; appropriations and expend*fines for county roads, bridges, and jol>a done without
authority of law, at tbe instance of individual mem
brrs of tbe Board; printing bills, expenses of elec
t.oos. furniture, and other charges.some of which
have bees gratuitously and Illegally allowed.have
been presented for double or treble tho amounts due,have been approved without examination, and paidin many eaaes, by Issuing warrants for twice the amount,
to enable tbe holder to realize caah value, it is to be
hoped that bef >re the county debt is paid or funded, a
thorough examination will be made, and fraudulent or
exaggerated claim wholly rejected properly reduced.

A committee was appoint®- 1 for this purpose by tbe late
Boerd of 8n|«rvlaors, but tbe tnvestlgat.oo was stilled,
and no report made. Tbe following are cited as illostra
tioas or toe system or reckless expenditure above re
terred to:.

Iosr to the county, as the building baa never been used,iind is utterly neat lor the purpose.

w bich ban never ye* )>een completed.lib. Tbe appropration of *<60, au* delivery of var¬
iant! for said susa to Supervisor Musgrove. about the
same date, for purchasing hose to wash ibe ran. which
has never yet been fun-uhed. Fortunately the Consoli¬
dation bill remedies some of tb<>se amines by prohibitingtbe creation of any future Indebtedness, by fixing and re-
ducin certain ex:>e&ses, and bv .ntrodusln^ tbe ontract
system.

It baa been a matter of just complaint that the County
Auditor has been in the habit of issuing warrants without
authority of the Board of Super teors, in apparent viola¬
tion ol tbe law above referred to. hut the fault ap.war* to
be in tbe law Uaelf, (sec 30, ;>¦ 346 Gen. Flat ) wbich au¬
thorizes the County Audltar te pay a'.l claims against tbe
county which are not directed by law to be settled by
acme other person or tribunal, and also all Just demands
a.tinat tbe county, the atuouat of which U Qv by
law.

placed la the office, which bare never been compared, or,If compared, are incorrect and imperfect, containing nu¬
merous errors, both aa to description and parties, calcu¬
lated to mislead, and which do mislead persons in ex-
amlag titles, beside subjecting real estate owners to great
expense and trouble. The old books are fast going to de¬
cay, hence It Is imperatively necessary that there should
be immediate action and new copies made.

In addition to tlte heavy fees paid by Individuals, the
office has been a source of heavy expense to the county,and while money has been lavishly expended, little bene¬
fit has resulted.
For example, Mr. Grant received the sum ol $22 000 for

copying certain books, which, it now appears, were never
compared, and are full of errors.
bi The sum of $8,000 wan appropriated by tho late Boardof Supervisors, on the 21st April last, for the purchaseof the indexes of all papers recorded during the term or
Mr. Grant, who claimed them at his private property,when responsible parties olTered to furnish similar and
more perfect indexes for $3,600. Fortunately tor tax
payers, the act of the Board was null and void, as the
Consolidation billhad taken effect two days before.

It appears, also by the receipt of Mr. Grant, dated 3d
< >ctober, 1863, that certain indexes were delivered tD him

b> bis predecessor, and among others are the following,
v.i. . 26 Indexes of deeds, Nos. 3 to 30.

8 « or mortgages, Not. 6 to 12.
1 "of papers on file

Of the deeds, Nos. 11 to 30 are missing; of the mort¬
gages, Nos. 5, 0, and 8 to 12; aud the Index or papers on
file.
Whether these have been lost or abstracted Is not

known; but they are not to be round in the office, and
were never oelivered to the present Incumbent.
Tour Committee would suggest that a commission

should be appointed by the Legislature, or the Board or
Supervisors at an early day, to investigate and reportfully as to the condition or this office, and to suggest such
Improvements aud remedies for the existing abuse* aa
(hey may deem prowor. This wai lately done in the cityor New York and the lacta bi ought to light, showing the
Insecurity of titles, and theimperrections and mismanage¬ment of the present system, was truly startling
The idea or printing the l.ind records was there sug¬gested as aremedv. and your Committee are firmly con¬

vinced that, sooner or lat»r. this plan ought to be adopted.Tlie index might be printed at first, and ultimately the

But while this officer was satisfying himselftliat there really v. » an indictment against McGowan tormurder in San Francisco, Ned's friends became alarmedand run him off to tbe fastnesses of a swamp. Tne She¬riff collected a posro and started in pursuit; but it beingi. ear night, It was not possible to enter the swamp tomake search with any prospect or s access; so be spreadn:s posse around and set fire to the tules. but they beingscarcely ripe eno'igli to buru well, made a big smokethat " n zzled out " Meanwhile the darkness approached,und the search was given over.
